Two, who sacrificed many luxuries 
that we might forever benefit by their 
thought for us.

When John M. Witmer and Annie 
M. Warner decided to make the effort 
to build Adams county’s hospital, it 
meant to them the sacrifice of many 
of the comforts that help to ease the 
declining years of life. It also meant, 
how'ever, that that 
sacrifice 
would 
bring happiness th many, for years to 
come. 
Little realizing the cost of supplying 
a modem hospital to the community, 
they bravely set out to complete the 
task, withholding only sufficient funds, 
as Mr. Warner expressed it, to safely 
supply their meager w'ants to life’s 
end. 
That limit was reached all too 
soon for them, and it was with a sin­ 
cerely expressed regret that the bare 
building and grounds 
were 
handed 
over to the board of directors, which 
was made up of representatives, pub­ 
lic spirited men from all parts of Ad­ 
ams county. These men agreed to 
carry im the project for the purposes 
outlined bv the donors:—To treat the 
sick and injured, without regard to 
race, creed, or condition, as a general 
hospital, free to those in need, and 
at cost to those able to pay, not for 
profit, but at cost. 
The seleeed board of managers went 
to 
work, 
with 
enthusiasm, 
and 
through the contributions of the citi­ 
zens of Adams county and near-hy, se­ 
cured sufficient funds to finish the in­ 
stitution as planned, and fully equip 
it for service* of whatever character 
required. 
To a man, the medical profession 
of Adams county lent support for 
medical service, and organized for the 
various types of work. 
Willing workers among the women 
of the county helped 
supply 
funds, 
foods, 
linens, 
and 
grounds wert* 
beautified by them. 
What have nearly seven years of 
medical and surgical hospital work at 
home done for us? 
Have those com­ 
posing the management, business and 
professional, been true to the trust 
imposed by these two philanthropic 
citizens ? 
For nearly seven years, 
day 
and 
night, the hospital has not closed its 
doors, never refused to take within 
its doors an application of any char­ 
acter, excluding only 
those 
which 
would, by the nature of the illness, 
bring added risk to those already 
patients. 
The first year saw but few over four 
hundred house patients admitted. The 
sixth year of service cared for nearly 
seven hundred lied 
patients. 
Acci­ 
dents brought two thousand seeking 
relief, first 
aid.

work, etc. More than seven thousand 
people have received treatment at the 
hospital, and daily the work goes on.

Farmers Lose Heavily Since 
Wheat Contains Garlic; Loss 
Averages I Cents a Bushel 


Adams county farmers are losing 
thousands of dollars annually on ac­ 
count of the garlic in their wheat, 
statistics gathered by the state de­ 
partment of agriculture from the ele­ 
vator terminals at Philadelphia and 
Baltimore show. 
The loss to the county farmers is 
higher by ratio than to the farmers 
of any other county, the reports show. 
The total loss to the farmers of the 
state 
is 
estimated 
at 
$86,000 
or a reduction of 7 cents per bushel 
on 1724 carloads or approximately 
2.068,000 bushels of wheat. 
Out of a total of 121 cars of wheat 
shipped during the last year from 
this county, it was found that 119 
contained garlic or 98 per cent was 
hit by the presence of the wild onion. 
6ft Per t ent Garlicky 
During the past year, 60 per cent 
of the carloads graded garlicky, ll 
per cent more than the average for 
the previous six years. 
While 1926 
may have lieen a favorable season 
for garlic, yet the figures for each 
of the past seven 
.wars 
indicate 
clearly that there has been no ap­ 
preciable improvement in the garlic 
situation. 
This is the way the leading wheat

While 60 lier cent of the carloads 
of wheat graded garlicky, this does 
I not mean that 60 per cent of the 
farms are raising garlicky wheat. The 
method of marketing is such that one 
' farmer’s load of wheat may contami­ 
nate the whole car and cause eight or 
ten other farmers to receive a dis­ 
count on their clean wheat. 
This 
emphasizes the fact that garlic erad­ 
ication is a community problem. 
Various reasons can he given why 
the per cent of wheat grading gar­ 
licky has not decreased during the 
past seven years, even though many 
farmers have made a real effort at 
control.

Dr. W. E. Tilberg, who was named 
dean of men at Gettysburg college by 
the board of trustees this week, has 
had many years experience in this 
capacity, having served as dean at 
Midland college, Fremont, Nebraska, 
for a period of ten years. 
Doctor Tilberg 
comes to G ettys­ 
burg from the graduate school of the 
University of Wisconsin, where he re­ 
ceived the degree of PH. D. a t the re­ 
cent commencement. 
Doctor Tilberg has had a long ca­ 
reer of administrative 
work. 
He 
was graduated from Bethany college, 
Kansas, with the degree of bachelor 
of arts in 1911. 
One year later he 
received a master’s degree from the 
Uniwrsity of Kansas. 
In the fall of 
1913 he entered the faculty of Bad­ 
land college as professor of history. 
Gifted Orator 
At Midland he soon 
showed 
ais 
ability to direct and his keen under­ 
standing of college men. 
His e f­ 
forts 
were 
recognized and he was 
made dean of the faculty in 1914. 
He 
held this office, with the exception of 
one year, which he spent studying at 
the University of Chicago, until 1925 
when he resigned. 
The new dean holds a wide reputa­ 
tion as a speaker and an author. The 
Fremont, Nebraska, 
"Evening 
Tri­ 
bune” has to say of him: "A versa­ 
tile man, Dean Tilberg has received 
recognition not only for his efficiency 
as a teacher of history, but also as 
a writer on historical subjects. 
His

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BOMBS THROWN 
AT COMMUNISTS 


Two Officers Killed When Con­ 
veyance Is Blown Up; De­ 
bating Club Damaged. 


Moscow, June 9.—(A P)—Two ter­ 
rorist outrages within twenty-four 
hours, following on the assassination 
of the Russian Minister in Warsaw, 
have shocked the Soviet, particularly 
Communist circles, and given cause 
for increased vigilance. 
Not since the winter of 191?, when 
an attempt was made by nodal revolu­ 
tionists to bomb the Moscow Commit­ 
tee of the Communist Party, have the 
terrorists dared to defy that dreaded 
organization. 
Late Tuesday night twenty-six per­ 
sons, including ten young women, all 
members of the Leningrad Communist 
Debating Club, were injured when two 
bombs were thrown into the 
hall 
where they were meeting. The bomb 
throwers escaped, firing revolvers as 
they ran. 
The Leningrad bombing was follow­ 
ed by the blowing-up of a conveyance 
in which Vice Chief Opansky, of the 
State Political Police of White Russia, 
with two assistants, was conveying 
Lieutenant Yani, of the Polish Intel­ 
ligence 
Service, 
suspected 
of 
espionage, to Minsk from the Polish 
frontier. 
Opansky and his two assistants 
were killed and Yani was seriously in­ 
jured by the explosion of a bomb 
which had been placed on a railway 
over which they were traveling in a 
gas-driven repair car. 
Investigation 
appeared to indicate that the work 
was that of counter-revolutionists.

FARM NEWS 


Harrisburg, 
(A P)—The 
second 
triennial farm census to be under­ 
taken in Pennsylvania will get under 
way in Allegheny county in June, L. 
H. Wible, director of the bureau of 
statistics, Btate department of agri­ 
culture, announced today. 
For the 
first time in the history of the state 
an attempt will be made to secure in­ 
formation on the farm acreage per­ 
manently abandoned for agricultural 
purposes. 
The first farm census in Pennsyl­ 
vania was taken in 192A by the as­ 
sessors at the time of taking their 
tegular 
triennial 
assessments, 
for 
county purposes, as required by an 
act of the 1921 legislature. 
This 
year additional information will be 
collec ted, such as the number of farms 
having 
running water in kitchens, 
furnace heat and telephones in homes 
and the number of milking machines 
in use. 
While the work will start in several 
counties in June, July and August, 
the census will not be fully under way 
in most counties until September. 


The Pennsylvania state bureau of 
markets 
is 
cooperating 
with 
the 
Pennsylvania state bakers* 
associa­ 
tion, the Philadelphia 
bakers* club 
and the V. S. bureau of agriculture in 
making a survey of the consumer de­ 
mand 
for 
bread 
in 
Philadelphia, 
Wilkes-Barre and Sunbury. 
Trained 
investigators 
are 
inter­ 
viewing families in these cities in an 
effort to learn the quantity of bread 
consumed in households, the varieties 
purchased, the frequency of consump­ 
tion by various members of the fami­ 
lies, why bread is or is not eaten, rea­ 
sons for substitutes for bread 
and 
whether consumption has increased or 
decreased in the last two years. 
The investigators are also seeking 
to learn reasons for preferences for 
different sized loafs, where bread is 
purchased, the extent of home baking 
of bread and pies, the kinds of flour 
used and the influence of advertising 
on consumption.
